Big Labor and Big Business 


The head of one of the major oil companies, in a letter 


to stockholders, urged consideration "of the application to 
big labor of the restraints which govern the other phases of 
our economic life." He observed that "many years ago the 
actual and potential abuse of power by big corporations 
brought enactment of the antitrust laws, which have been 
operating pretty effectively against big corporations, but 
which "do noff apply to big labor. Under today's conditions 
big labor has greater power than business ever had." 


The recent oil strikes, which closed about a third of our 


refining capacity for a considerable time, are a case in point. 
These strikes had a particularly serious effect on heating oil 
production, and there is a possibility that there will be short- 
ages next winter, particularly in the Northeast. One little 
publicized but important reason for the strikes was the am- 
bition of certain labor leaders to force oil to bargain on a 
company-wide and then an industry-wide basis, instead of 
plant by plant as has been done for many years with excellent 
results. Oil workers are and have been well paid, and enjoy 
many other valuable benefits. But the labor leaders, in 
their campaign for iron-clad domination of the industry's 
labor force, are not satisfied with this. 


No intelligent man wants punitive legislative treatment 


of labor, organized or unorganized. But the abuses of big 
labor groups have now rivaled and in some instances sur- 
passed the long-ago abuses of big business. We have reached 
,the point where the laws should be changed to treat each 
group alike. The public interest demands it.

Polio's Crippliing Effects 
Cut by Proper Treatment 


BY EDW1X F. JORDAN, M. D. 


It isn't always easy to identify 


polio early and yet this. is one 
of the most important things to 
do if treatment is to be as effec- 
tive as present methods permit. 


One reason for this is that the 


.early signs of polio are almost 
exactly the same as those of many 
other acute infectious or Mrus dis- 
eases. 
* 


Actually it is stated, probably 


correctly, that when the. nervous 
signs of polio become evident, the 
disease has already existed for 
several days. 


Furthermore, no two patients 


with the disease show exactly the 
same symptoms. As a result, even 
when a definite diagnosis has been 
made, skilled judgement and ex- 
perience are necessary in order to 
choose .those methods of treatment 
best suited to that particular pa- 
tient. 


It should be said also that good 


care by the physician is not the 
only important aspect of treat- 
ment. There are few diseases in 
which good nursing and physical 
therapy are as important in get- 
ting good results as in polio. 


The musclar paralysis which 


comes on after the first few days 
of the disease is accompanied by 
painful muicle spasms.- These can 
be greatly relieved by 
hot 
wet 


• packs, properly applied, and 
by 


nursing care. The skin tenderness 
which is so common js also helped 
by such treatments. 


At the ume when Uif 


is acute every effort has to be 
made 'to keep the muscles in the 
best possible condition so that they 
will respond to the later treat- 
ments and training. Beat rest is, 
needless to say, important as are 
the other measures like plenty of 
fluids, which are used for any in- 
fectious disease. 


•UXD KqUII'S HOSPITALS 
Many hospitals are now well 


equipped to handle patients with 
polio. Much of this has been made 
possible by the funds made avail- 
able to them through the Nation- 
al Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis, to which so many generous-

Thanks to this every^ victim of 


polio who needs hospital or other 
care for polio'need not lack it 
because of financial reasons.

week its reply to the latest pricV 
boost demands of the steel in- 
dustry. 


Price Administrator Ellis Arnall 


said it would be several days—but 
no later than next week—before he 
could answer a July 1 request by 
the Weirton Steel Company for a 
$5.50 per ton ceiling hike. 


Sources close to the price boss 


said they believed his 
answer 


w«uld be "no." 


The company is not shut do1 


by the nation-wide strike that has 
slowed output of critically needed 
steel to a trickle. Weirton has a 
contract 
with the Independent 


Steel Workers Union. Those en- 
gaged in the work stoppage—now 
in its 39th day—are CIO United 
Steelworkers. 


Arnall said it will be 'necessary 


to give Weirton an answer next 
week because the company auto, 
matlcally may put the higher cefV 
ings into effect July 21 unless there 
is an objection from the Office of 
Price Stabilization by that time. 


Weirton and most 
other 
steel 


firms are operating under a vol- 
untary "hold the line" price agree- 
ment with the government signed 
in January, 1951. The companies 
agreed to give 20 days notice of 
intention to laise prices. The gov- 
ernment can reject the increases m 
that period.

. Arnall is represented as being 
firm in his position that steel is 
entitled tp a price boost under the 
Capehart amendment, but noth- 
ing more. This amendment allows 
manufacturers to adjust their ceil- 
ings by adding to tfieir pre-Ko- 
rean pi ices all cost increases from 
June 24, 1950, to last July 26.

Big Republican States Get Bigger Say 
Under New Rules Voted at Convention 


CHICAGO —(AP)— Party lead- 


ers from "Midwestern and other 
Northern states that normally vote 
Republican today had a firmer 
hold on party machii.cry and con- 
vention delegates. 


By a 683 to 513 bal'ot this con- 


vention altered party rules in a 
way that should lessci. importance 
of Republicans in Southern states, 
unless they sharply increase GOP 
votes in Dixie. 


Gov. William S. Beardsley of 


Iowa told newsmen it was a victory 
after years of effort by Midwest 
Republicans. 


"Nearer the People" 


"It will bring the operation of 


the Republicans National Commit- 
tee much neaier to the people," 
Beardsley said. 


Changes from the o:-t regulations 


weie designed to reward states 
that stay in the Republican ranks 
and to penalize those that don't 
get out a sizeable GOP vote. 


They make the party's state 


chairman a full member of the 
national committee if his state has 
a Republican governor, or if it 
goes Republican in a presidential 
>car. The chairman would lose na- 
tional committee membership if 


change is to give an extra corn* 
mlttee member to 
states that 


now have Republican governors, 
and to Alaska and Hawaii, which 
have Republican delegates in con- 
gress. 


Since the state chairman in all 


25 states is a man, the women 
complained that they would lose 
their equality on the committee, 
row composed of one man and fane 
woman from each state and ter- 
ritory.1 


Another change ma} cut into the

In 1932. he was Mrvinjr with 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur. chief of 
staff, d u r i n g the Washington 
bonus army march. He became 
MacArthur's aide a year later, 
and from 1935 to late 1939 was 
MacArthur's right hand man in 
the Philippines. It was there he 
learned to fly a plane and picked 
up 300 flying hours. 


Five days after Pearl Harbor, 


Ike was on his way from Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex., to Washington, over 
the long road that was to lead to 
the heart of a smashed and de- 
feated Germany. 


In February, 1942, he was made 


assistant chief of staff in charge 
of war plans, and the next month 
he made major geneial. In May 
of that year Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, chief of staff, sent Ike on 
an inspection trip to England. 


When he got back to the Penta- 


gon, Gen. Marshall had him in for 
a long conference and discussed 
the African plan in detail. 


Finally Marshall 
asked. "In 


jour opinion, are the plans as 
nearly complete as we can .make 
them?" 


"Yes. sir," Ike replied. "I con- 


sider them excellent." 


"That's lucky," said Marshall 


with a twinkle in his eye. "Be- 
cause you're going to carry them 
out."
